MINISTERS OF THE BOARD OF TRUSTEES. 
Meeting June 5, 1897. 
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Academically Speaking 

X N 1846 tlu* Valley Union Seminary, seeking a Moses, asked young Charles L. Cocke 
t:> enter the wilderness. He went because he was stirred, as was his wife, by a deep 
conviction that the women of the South needed a collegiate education which would 
fit them to do more than embroider a sampler or knit a stocking, make a graceful 
curtsy or a spiced pudding, sing a ballad about babes in the wood, or paint a sketch of placid 
sheep beneath a willow tree. Not being of the twentieth century, he still dared to assert, of 
course, that a “woman is a woman, and not a man;” and that she, like a man, has her own 
un que “sphere.” Nevertheless, he was indignant because “Female education as too often con¬ 
ceived and practiced is at once a shallow and gross outrage.” Woman was not, for him at least, 
a butterfly either. “She only asks equipment, the highest and the best, that she may do her 
willing, earne t work wherever opportunity opens or duty calls.” “Young women require the 
same thorough and rigid mental training as that afforded to young men,” he said in 1857. 
Theirs is an unlimited domain, “it covers every Held of human labor, human enterprise and 
noble effort.” 

From the very first, therefore, he planned a curriculum “embracing the more solid branches 
of education,” one “well calculated,” reads the catalogue for 1852-53, “to discipline the mind, 
and to give vigor and expansion to its powers.” “This institution,” he says with characteristic 
candor in 1854, "is not designed to be a resort for the pleasure-seeking, the idle and gay, but 
is held sacred to the cultivation or sound learning, virtuous feelings, and independent thought; 
and those who cannot join us with a determ nation to act in accordance with principles like 
these would do better for themselves, as well as for us, to remain away.” The catalogue for 
1 855-56 bears the new title, “Hollins Institute,” and carries an announcement of a collegiate 
department. Nor is it to be forgotten that three years earlier Professor Pleasants later to be¬ 
come “Uncle Billy,” was secured. With men like him and our founder at the helm, it is not 
surpr'sing to meet at the very outbreak of the Civil War, in the catalogue for 1860-61, a lull- 
page representation of Longfellow’s hero in “Kxcelsior.” No more than it is to note in the 
catalogue for 1864 an announcement of a plan to establish at Hollins what would have been, 
had the necessary scholarships been provided, the first normal school for women in the South. 
It was of this period in Hollins history that Professor Joynes, then a distinguished educator, 
spoke in 1895, when, recalling his own years of service at Hollins, he said, “I have never : eeti 
more honest work done or requ red than at Hollins in the darkest days of the war; and what¬ 
ever truth there may be, in any case, in the frequent flings against th* thinness and shallowness 
of the instruction in the fashionable ‘female college,’ the\ have never been true here.” In 1887 
a similar opinion was expressed by the still more renowned Professor Child of Harvard. In 
reviewing a volume of Chaucer and Shakespeare examinations, written by members of Profes¬ 
sor Thom’s classes at Hollins and published by Ginn and Company, Professor Child wrote: 
“No one can fail to see that literature is taught at Hollins Institute in a way altogether 
admirable.” 

In May, 1901, Charles I.. Cocke died, and Matty L. Cocke became President. It was during 
her first year that a course of study leading to the Baccalaureate degree was announced, to go 
into effect in September. 1905. The first A.B. degrees were awarded, however, to a class of four 
in June, 1904. These student , like those taking the degree in the four successive classes, fulfilled 
the requirement of long standing for “Full Graduate of Hollins Institute;” that is, they had 
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taken diplomas in English, Latin, French or German, History, Mathematics or Physics, Chem¬ 
istry and Moral Science. The clas* of 1909, fourteen in number, were the first to meet the 
requirements which became effective in 1905. It was not until 1917, though, that the old practice 
of naming "Graduates in Departments” was discontinued. But by 1913 Hollins was offering 
a degree which was fully recognized by Columbia University, as the following letter from the 
Director of Admissions shows: 

“I take pleasure in announcing that hereafter students who have received the Bachelor’s 
degree in Hollins College in the year 1913 or thereafter will be admitted to full graduate stand¬ 
ing in Columbia University.” 

Within the last ten years the curriculum has been strengthened in various ways. In the first 
place, a more and more rigorous requirement for entrance has been enforced. Back in 1910, 
Hollins, like other Southern colleges, was lax in this respect. Fourteen units were required for 
entrance, but it was still possible for a student to enter with twelve. So the matter stood until 
1920-21, when the requirement was raised to fifteen units. It was not until 1923 that no condi¬ 
tions were allowed; that is to say, the “irregulars” were dropped, as was the Preparatory 
Department in 1918. Beg.nning with 1925-26, furthermore, each applicant was required to 
offer at least three units in either French or Latin. At the present time the applicant to be eligible 
should rank in scholarship at least in the upper half of her preparatory class . . . Character 
and personal traits, as indicated in the several questionnaires, are also carefully considered.” 
I his method, of course, is far from ideal, but no Southern woman’s college has a better or more 
exalting one. I he next step, perhaps, will be to require entrance examinations given by the 
college or by the College Entrance Board. 

1 hen too, the curriculum has been strengthened by the introduction of still more stringent 

requirements for graduation and by additions to the faculty. A merit requirement was first 

orced in 1923-24, no student being allowed to “receive a degree who does not make a minimum 

o >ixt\ two^merit points on her four years’ work.” It was announced in 1920, also, that only 

work of C or above is accepted from students transferring from other colleges. They are 
now required to spend not less than two years in residence before coming up for a degree. Even 
more significant perhaps have been the additions to the faculty. In 1922-23 a separate Depart¬ 
ment of Economics and Sociology was founded. This is now in charge of two experienced 
pro essors, each holding a doctor’s degree. Only last fall a full-time professorship of Biblical 
literature was established. Hollins now has a faculty personnel of forty-one for a student 

ir n* f | hrre hundred and 8eveot y-one. The “teaching load,” as the statistical tables in the 
o> , Almanac for 1928 show, is much lighter than that of most small colleges in the United 
N t \i*r in her history, it may be added, has Hollins had a faculty so experienced and 
so well-trained as the present one. 

Hollins College has traveled far since 1842. The road has not been an easy one, but she 
e\er marched steadily forward. Blest throughout her history with a few loyal, unselfish 
am ent usiastic teachers, and with an atmosphere of tolerance and a fine spirit of co-operation 
et\%eui students and faculty, Hollins has been, and still is, a significant liberalizing force in 
the South. She has always been fortunate in having a few on her faculty, men like Professor 
urner, I ncle B.lly, and Dr. Kusian, for instance, whose excellencies stood in them “so 
elU y ’ as ,f thcv had st0,cn upon them without their knowledge.” It is teachers like these whose 
Ii\es show that education at its best is but a way of looking at life tolerantly, sympathetically, 
umane), lo be under them is a liberalizing experience. In modern parlance, they have 
Ctomc oriented, and so foster in their students a sort of cosmic consciousness. Being able to 
relate their special subject to the curriculum at large, they succeed in awaking in the minds 
some of their students a conviction that there is such a thing as unity of knowledge, and that, 
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in spite of all avowals by materialists and advocates of highly specialized approaches to truth, 
the scientist’s is not the only road to the Temple, however fruitful and important this road is. 

Hollins, it is needless to say, has not escaped the “new noises.” But while* cherishing the 
old, she is seeking and finding, I like to think, “new harmonies.” Though the call is a live call 
to the North as well as to the South, still there are now, as in the past, a goodly number of the 
“Hollins type,” girls who find time to enter the Book Club, go out for Dramatics, and, maybe, 
join the Ensemble or Choral Club, or else write for “Student Life” or the college magazine, 
“Cargoes,” this year celebrating its fiftieth anniversary. Y'es, there is still more serenity than 
bustle here. The “Hollins type” still finds moments when she pauses to lift up her eyes unto 
T’nker and the sky beyond. 

So far Hollins has traveled without endowment. But it does not follow that she can continue 
indefinitely without one. State education boards and accrediting agencies each year ascribe 
added significance to the fact that we are not yet a member of the Southern Association of 
Colleges. Certain institut’ons already admitted, whose equipment and academic standards are 
surpassed by our own, even though we do not have the required endowment, grow more and 
more condescending each year. The forty-four Hollins graduates holding advanced degrees 
from Brown, Chicago, Bryn Mawr, Columbia, Cornell, Hopkins, Michigan, Pennsylvania, Rad- 
cliffe, Texas, Virginia and Wisconsin, know the type of training the college offers. So do out¬ 
siders who have been associated with the “Hollins type” in various capacities. So do those of 
the faculty who have given long and loyal service and, in some cases, spurned attractive calls 
elsewhere. They know, too, how essential it is that the proposed $650,000 be raised, and raised 
soon. They feel, more than any one else perhaps, the weight of the chain now threatening, as 
never before, the very life of what they, and you, love. 

The South cannot afford to lose Hollins. She was in her early days a pioneer institution; 
she still is one of the all too few liberal, non-denominational colleges in the South. There are 
wealthy patrons of education and friends of the South who would not have the dream of our 
founder and his successors snuffed out. They will give the $250,000 yet to be subscribed; but 
not until an ardent band of Hollins enthusiasts are ready to do even more than they yet have 
done to report the cause of Hollins “aright to the unsatisfied.”
